And on tho Apposite wall were himg sev- 


eral Terr quairit pictures. At tke back ol 
tbe shop was! a small lathe Trlth, a foot 
pedal, and btiside it was a tit ol tooU pe- 
culiar to the work of pipe making. At this 
latne the proprietor of tbe place wag indus- 
triously workitog on a piece of amber, to be 
used as tbe rhouthpiece of a pipe, antl he 
looked up as tlie door opened and the yciung 
man approached him. When meerschaum 
carving was spoken of he became enthusi- 
astic, and was very willing to talk 


"Did you irjjike those pipes in the 


dowT' was asked. 


'Yes, sir; and those in the slum case, too. 


Bnt those pipes ore quite plain beside some 
of the carving t have done. There ia very 
little meerschaum carvioffdone in Boston, 
and, In fact, there are but few first class 
arliats in meerschaum in this country, 
nad eien those came from sotuo foreign 
place. There are a Rood many workmen 
here who cut plam pipes out of ^neer- 
schaum, because that work, like any other 
trade, can be acquired; but m order for a 
man. to do any fine carving he must be ft 
bora aitist. In this country men learn 
only n part of a trade, but where 1 came 
from a young man is obliged to learn his 
trade from beginning to end. 


"My father was turner to the king of 
Prussia, and so, you see, be must ha™ been 
a fine artist. My brother and myself were 
brought up in the art of carving, and my 
brother \rag tbe finest career Ic\er saw, - 
either in meerschaum or wood. I wish >ou 
could see some examples of his work How- 
ever, 1 will show you some specimens of 
carving that I have made, and try aurl tell 
you what you tvjant to know.

times have to look through an entire box 
to find a piece ofmeerschaumthat will suit 
the design I wish to make.

1 then saw tho blocfc as near as possible to 
the site icqnired, so as not to waste the 
meerschaum, and" rough out the pipoiwith

Placing the block on the lathe I 


cut the plain part of the pipe, and bore t!ie 
stem to the bowl.

inserted the pipe is finished and ready for

It is not generally known, 


but n meerschaum pipe would never color 
so beautifully if it were not boiled m wax.
